MEDWAY residents can be the first 
to own copies of a home-grown 
band’s first single. 

Slipstream have decided to sell 500 
copies of “Run and Hide”, at Loco 
in Chatham, before it is released to 
the public. 

But first the band are preparing to 
play their most important gig yet. 
They have already signed with a 
small record label for their debut 
single. 

But they are hoping they will be 
snapped up by a major company 
when they play The Water Rats in 
London on Thursday. 

Producers from all the top record 
companies are expected to go along 
to hear the gig, which has already 

~ sold out. 

As the band play more and more 
London venues they are planning to 
bring Medway’s name back into the 
music world. 

In the 1970s and 1980s Medway was 
well-known for creating The 
Prisoners, but since then music has 
taken a back seat. 

Slipstream are hoping this will 
change very soon. 

Rather than being referred to asa 
pop or indie band when they are 
introduced on stage, they have 
asked to be described simply as “the

Medway Beat”. Lead singer Peter 
Molinari said it is important for the 
band’s roots to be highlighted. 

He said: “We have a big following in 
Medway. |

member - guitarist Hutch.

A EDWAY band is on the verge of hitting the 
big time after they sold out a gig in London. 
Slipstream. made up of Peter Molinari, Glen

They sold out their first major London gig at 
The Borderline in Charing Cross Road, London 
and their first single is due out in January. 

Following the high-profile gig last month the 
Indie band have been bombarded with calls from 
record companies Wanting to sign them up.

The group - Peter Molinari, 
Tim Box, Gary Weston and 
Nero - are due to start work 
recording the album at a studio 
in London’s Bond Street for at 
least a week, before moving on 
to film a video for their first 
single. 

They are scheduled to lay 
down six songs in the pre- 
recording sessions’. before 
deciding on their final choice 
for a single release, with man- 
ager Steve Brown. 

With the help of Steve, who 
has managed groups including 
Wham!, Primal Scream and the 
Manic Street Preachers, the 
band could find fame knocking 


on their door in January when 
the single is released next year. 

The news follows on from a 
packed-out gig at The 
Command House pub in 
Chatham a few weeks ago, 
when so many local fans 
turned out to hear them play, 
several had to be turned away 
due to lack of space. 

Peter told Big Night Out: 
“The gig went really well. We 
were absolutely packed out and 
it was great. We had a lot of 
interest from the London press 
and are now planning a series 
of concerts around London. 

“We are also planning to doa 
couple of gigs in New York, 
which is going to be fantastic. 
It is a really exciting time for

’ Peter said: “Anthony’s sound gives 
more versatility to the band. It has 
given us a bit of a bluesy edge.

Anthony said: “I am pleased to be in 
the band. They are really going some- 
where and I really want to make a 
career out of this.”. 

Anthony is now rehearsing with fel- 
low members Glen “Nero” Freeland, 
Gary Weston, Andrew Robertson and 
Peter for three big industry gigs. 

They are hoping to stir up some big 
record company interest in their forth- 
coming single with a performance at 
The Water Rats, in London, tomorrow: 
and on Thursday, April 18, and at 
Underworld, in Camden, in April. 

Peter said: “We have played at The 
Water Rats before but only on rubbish 
nights. :

“The best thing we've got from this is getting 
involved with the management team. It’s not just 
the music side of things. It’s the whole package. 

“There’s also talk of getting involved in a televi- 
sion programme. Everything is happening so 
fast.”

“Their manager, Lee Herbert, 
approached us after a gig at Dusk 
Til Dawn and suggested the two 
bands help each other out a bit, and 
put on a bit of a Medway show- 
case. 


The bands are set to play their first 
joint gig at the Water Rats, London, 
on Saturday 18 December. 

And Peter hopes that the gig is 
just the start of something big. 

He explained: “We hope to doa lot 
of Shalom gigs in London, and then 
get out to Europe in the new year. 
We're also looking for a manager in 
the capital, someone who 
can open doors for us and 
get things happening.” 

Scapa Flow’s manager, Lee 
Herbert, also hopes the part- 
nership can be mutually

The four-piece band described 
by lead singer Peter Molinari as 
“big, full of energy and really in 
your face” will play The 
Borderline in London on Friday, 
23 November. 

Several major independent labels 
will attend the unsigned band’s 
gig. 

Their recent link up with man- 
ager Tim Bullen from Dealpoint 
Management has seen some 
progress towards the big time as 
singles, albums, tours and further 
appearances in the capital city 
become more than just a dream. 

Tim said: “It’s about focusing 
the band and getting a bit more of 
a game plan together — they have 
promoted themselves locally so 
now I’m just enhancing what they 
have already done. 

“To get people to travel and fill 
The Borderline the first time the 
band are playing there is incredi- 
ble.” 

Peter said: “We see this gig as a 
step up — after that we want to 
play places like the Underworld 
and get a tour together for next 
year,” 

But their Medway roots will 
never be forgotten. 

Tim said: “I am determined and 
I think the band is determined to 
make sure it keeps its loyal fans 
here. It is the fanbase here that are 
putting the band on the map.”

Slipstream are also interested in 
making sure other bands from 
Medway get the chance to play live 
closer to home with a quality 
sound system to do their talent 
justice. 

Tim has already been in talks 
with Medway Council and is hop- 
ing that a live venue with full 
musical facilities will soon be 
available in Medway. 

He said: “What I have found is 
that for somewhere as big as the 
Medway towns there is no venue 
that the bands can play. 

“It is not good just for this band, 
but for all. 

“We need more of a constant 
throughout the year. There is a 
vibrant scene here —- I think it 
needs more than Parklife once a 
year,”
